Last week we saw Jesus on board a ship, as He spoke many parables to 
His audience on land. This week we se? him at sea with His disciples, in the 
midst ol a great storm. 


According to Biblical record, Jesus was asleep when the ship became en­ 
gulfed in terrific storms which frightened the disciples, who rushed to waken 
the Saviour, and plead for His assistance. 


Here we see the Saviour as He walked out where He could observe sur­ 
rounding conditions. His disciples had not made a false report. The tempest 
was raging, the ship was almost ready to sink, yet the Saviour did not get ex­ 
cited. Note the first thing He did, was not to still the waves. The first thing 
Jesus /lid do, was to rebuke the disciples for their manifestation of fear, and 
lack of faith, after which the Master rebuked “the winds and the sea; and 
there was a great calm,” at sea.. 


The lesson is true to life in that we, so often, are just like the disciples 
were upon that occasion. With all of God’s promises, and regardless of how of­ 
ten we have been spared of the perils of life, when we encounter difficulty 
or danger, we become fearful first, and pray secondly. Fear indicates lack of 
faith, but we frantically call upon the Saviour for help. 
Such procedure is 
not only inconsistent, but must often be the direct result of no answers to our 
prayers. If we do not trust Him who is able to save, why should we ask help? 
Upon Hit* other hand, if we do trust Him, then why be fearful? 


The writer believes many a prayer is never answered because the poti- 
tioner does not expect results when the prayer is offered.
